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The Borough of Sandwich 1965 


To His Worsiip the Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors of the Borough 
of Sandwich, 


The report on Sandwich in 1965 is presented. In the Registrar 
General's assessment of the population the town was shown as having 
a drop in population of 60 persons from the previous year, to a mid- 
year total of 4,560. It will be seen from the figures given that 
new dwellings completed greatly exceeded the dwellings demolished or 
closed and shrinkage of the town was not occurring, The number of 
births showed an appreciable increase, somewhat more than the increase 
in deaths, 


The noteworthy happening of the year was the move out of housing 
doldrums, in that the Council's Hazelwood Meadow Scheme got under way 
and thirty five more units of accommodaticn were made available by 
the end of the year,

Infectious Diseases. 


Two cases of Scarlet Fever were reported in the first quarter of 
the year. In the same quarter 196 cases of Measles were reported, 
There waS a good going epidemic of Measles. 


Tuberculosis. 


One case of Respiratory Tuberculosis and 1 case of non-respiratory 
tuberculosis were notified as new cases. 
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Port Health Control. 


The Port received no foreign going vessels and the only 
traffic was coastwise carrying cargoes of timber or oil. The 
number of small craft using the Haven increased and 28 small 
craft were recorded, The Town Quay received 2 coastwise cargoes 
and Richborough Wharf received 8 oil shipments, Vessels using 
the Town Quay were visited by the Inspector at each visit, No 
notice is received of coastwise oil shipments to Richborough.

Vaccination and Immunisation. (Detail from County M.0.H.) 


The births in 1964 numbered 65 and in 1965 numbered 79,

Relating these figures to the births it will be seen that 
apathy is still shown towards smallpox vaccination, a dangerous 
error in outlook considering the frequency over recent years of 
introductions of the disease to this country by air travel, and 
the need :to provide the primary protection in babyhood on which 
re~inforcement by revaccination can be quickly achieved if risk 
of contact or need to travel abroad arises in later life. 


Problems of the Hlderly. 


A difficult case arose of an elderly and seriously crippled 
lady living in a seriously unfit house, She was bedridden and 
was receiving regular care from daughter and district nurse, 
Co-ordinated action by the Borough Council, the District Nursing 
Service and the Ambulance Service with the British Red Cross 
providing supplementary support made a comfortable uprooting 
possible, and her installation in a ground floor Council flatlet. 
These arrangements succeeded in preventing harm to her health 
from the move and ensured that she would benefit from the better 
conditions provided. 


No formal action under Section 47 National Assistance Act 
1946 was required during the year, 


Water Supply. 


Regular mains sapling was continued at four points, 
22 samples were all satisfactory for Coliform count, absence of 
E, Coli, and presence of minimal chlorine level, 


All the 1581 dwelling houses in the Borough have piped water 
supplies, also the 19 Hotels or Inns and the 50 shops with dwellings, 
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Swimming Bath. 


The one open air school pool, which is provided with a 
circulation and chlorination system was sampled during the summer 
period of usage and showed satisfactory coliform counts and 
presence of residual chlorine, 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal, 


There was continuing activity consulting outside bodies about 
the long sea outfall proposal, 


The state of some of the Town sewers gave rise to apprehension 
as to their adequacy, Jet cleansing of the more overloaded sewers 
produced some improvement, Quite apart from the arbitrary applicae-~ 
tion by the Rivers Board of its powers to limit new discharges to 
the River and their interpretation of 'new discharges', the justi- 
fication for a scheme of improvement of sewerage as well as disposal 
arrangements, should not be difficult to achieve when the scheme is 
finally submitted. 


Refuse Disposal. 


Refuse isStill disposed of by tipping at the Ash Road tip, 
Two areas of the Town are now converted to paper sack collection, 
The users and staff find it acceptable (after an initial period of 
doubt). 


Adequate covering of slaughterhouse waste in transit to farm 
disposal in the Rural District was insisted on, with some improvement, 


Public Conveniences, 


New conveniences were built at Cow Leas, equipped with washing 
facilities and towels to a good standard, By the end of the year 
skilful vandalism had destroyed the towel machine, One gets the 
impression that this is not the result of high spirited horseplay, 
but that it is part of a planned anti-aimenity policy carried out 
with some efficiency to undermine public self respect, Perhaps it 
is a form of juvenile delinquent's tenderfoot test from which one 
graduates to more serious activities under the patronage of the 
more depraved. 


Housing, 


Progress continued on routine inspection and recording, 


Fifty-two new houses and 10 flats were completed in the Council 
and private sectors during the year, Part I of the Hazelwood Meadow 
Scheme resulted in 18 houses, 16 flats and 1 Warden's flat and 
common room,

An Improvement Area was declared in March 1965 covering 
146 dwellings of which 57 warranted improvement, Out of the 
46 tenanted houses in this total of 57, 43 were improveable to

The one holiday caravan site was licensed for 50 caravans 
with temporary permission for 14 throughout the winter, This 
permission has since been withdrawn.

Twenty-six premises are registered for sale of ice cream, all 
manufactured elsewhere by reputable firms, Nine samples taken, 
2 invalidated at laboratory, 3 unsatisfactory grading, 4 satisfactory 
including 3 repeats of the unsatisfactory tests,

There was 
a movement of small craft from Ramsgate to moorings at Sandwich because 
of hovercraft activities, 


The Town Quay has little shipping, mainly of timber, The Wharf above 
the tollbridge is only used by small craft now, 


The Richborough Wharf is now part of Pfizers area and is used for the 
unloading of fuel oil supplies to Pfizers, No other industrial unit at 
Richborough is known to use the river wharfage and no other cargo is 
landed there, 


Customs Waterguard supervision is maintained through Ramsgate,

Regular samples are taken from the Town Quay and the Pfizers supply, 
10 samples, all satisfactory, were taken during 1965, The source is 
Thanet Water Board mains supply and is chlorinated, 
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Mortuary. 


Sandwich Borough makes use of Ramsgate Borough Mortuary 
which provides facilities for post-mortem examinations accept~ 
able to the pathologists, No bodies were landed in 1965 from 
shipping. 


Infectious Disease, 

No infectious diseases were reported from shipping in the 
Port area. The nearest Infectious Diseases Hospital is Haine 
Hospital, Ramsgate, Ships are cleared through Ramsgate on 
arrival, 
Venereal Diseases. 

Information is available at The Guildhall on clinic times 
in Canterbury, Thanet and Dover hospitals, This information is 


also displayed for as long as vandalism will allow, in 
conveniences on the Town Quay,
